It devel- 
oped at the start of the Inquiry that 
the asbestos curtain, inste id of falling 
Instantly as was by many persons be- 
lieved, was hung on an andless rope 
and had to be drawn to t ae floor. The 
Fire Inspector was convlrced that the 
curtain was driven so hard against the 
walls by the pressure of the heat of the 
proscenium arch that Datgherty could 
not draw It all the way d< wn. 


THE EXPLOSIO •!. 


James J. Hamilton, & sc mery shifter, 


explained what seemed to many at the 
flre to be an explosion. 


"Five, niinutes after the fire started," 


said he, "the big set piece In the shape 
of a fan,..used as a finale n the second 
act,' fell 40' feet to the stas e.

Most f>f,-the time 
was devoted! to ah" effort by^fh'e'attor- 
ney to have the bonds of his clients 
reduced fr'otn 
the'$5000'In which they 


had been held. In each case the bonds 
\vere red'uced to $1000 and the cases 
placed on the calendar for hearing Jan- 
uary 11. . 


Attorney Hogan told, the magistrate 


that his clients had nothlnir to do.with 
the management, construction or hand- 
ling of th« scenery.

stage created a dratl which caused, 
the big fan scene to topple over and 
break the incandescent bulbs.
